The  purpose  of  the  Magazine  Campaign 
is  to  raise  funds  to  finance  the  School  As- 
sembly Program.  An  agent  from  the  Crowell- 
Collier  Publishing  Company  addresses  the 
pupils  at  an  assembly  and  outlines  the  work 
to  be  done. 

Two  members  are  chosen  from  the  Secre- 
tarial Staff  to  act  as  Business  Managers,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  group  assists.  One 
representative  is  appointed  in  each  home-room 
to  collect  su  scriptions  and  money  each 
morning. 

Pupils  are  encouraged  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions from  the  residents  of  the  town.  Wayland 
High  School  sincerely  appreciates  the  co- 
operation of  the  community  each  year  In  the 
autumn  Magazine  Campaign. 
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Way-Co  is  run  in  connection  with  the  Con- 
sumer Economics  Class.  The  members  buy 
stock  at  the  beginning  of  each  year  and  with 
the  money  from  this  transaction  purchase  a 
supply  of  pencils,  erasers,  rulers,  and  ink,  to- 
gether with  novelties  of  various  kinds. 

Every  day  during  the  lunch  period  all  the 
wares  are  displayed  on  a  counter  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  student  body.  Members  of  the 
class  take  turns  as  salesmen.  At  the  end  of  the 
school  year  an  inventory  is  taken,  the  profit 
is  figured,  and  the  dividends  are  declared.
